Richard 
Henry Lee, delegate from Vir­ 
ginia to the Continental Con­ 
gress, made the motion ‘‘that 
these United Colonies are, and 
of right ought to be. free and 
independent states.” 
This resolution was adopted 
on July 2..

There But I'nin vited 
Each tim e there was an Inva­ 
sion,” Mr 
Moore wrote, "this little 
town had guests from the South, u n ­ 
invited but nevertheless present and 
on the Fourth of July. 1863. so m any 
of them that the town was full to 
overflowing with G eneral Lee's arm y 
retreating toward the Potom ac 
And for a beaten and retreating 
arm y they were not surh bad guests 
at all True they took Mrs Paxton's 
applebutter without leave, but who 
could expect less of hungry, tired 
boys? T hey took the fresh bread that 
Mrs Sw ope baked and handed out 
the window to them and m ay not 
have thanked 
her. but 
who 
can 
blam e them ? They took anything 
that would help to fill that stom ach 
void carried by nearly all of them , 
hut there was no looting of hom es 
nor pillage nor destruction of prop­
